from the danger of.-injury from frost

These fungi develop'on the Teavés 
and fruit in the presence of moisture; 
and it has been found that if before in- 
fection has taken place the trees are 
thoroughly sprayed with either lime~ 


sp!phur. solution or Bordeaux Nnixture, [ 7 


the development of the spores will be 
prevented and the attack_ warded__ off. 
In arder to be . effectyal, the ‘spraying 
should be repeated ‘often’ enough to 
keep the leaves ang: fruif‘at all times’ 
covered with the spray. 

In practice it is customary to spray 
fruit trees. of ail kinds ‘when the 
buds‘have opened so they show" wpink 
or white color, ‘as at this time it is poss: 
ible to cover the flower stalk and ovary 
which will later develop into fruit, and 
thus protect them during the blossoms 
ing periad. If the. weather is cold and 
wet so. that the opening of the buds is: 
delayed more than two weeks, it is-ad- 
visable to repeat the application. 

A second spraying shon}d be made as 
‘soon as the. fryit.-has set in order to 
cover the newly: developed leaves and 
the fruit. Care should be taken at this 
time to use an abundance « of. the spray 
so-as to fill the calyx-cup at the blossom
